Upper Special Exhibition Gallery ; DREADFUL FIRE! BURNING OF THE HOUSES 
OF PARLIAMENT. This exhibition is the first to include the majority 
of the works that J.M.W. Turner created after the dramatic fire that 
destroyed the British Houses of Parliament 150 years ago on the night 
of October 16, 1834. Through November 4, 1984. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries ; TRANSFORMATIONS IN JAPANESE PRINTMAKING. 
About 100 prints from the Museum's prints and drawings and Oriental 
collections demonstrate changes in Japanese printmaking over the past
